“With large tent and portable organ 
he would hold meetings on a hillside 
in* the Sreat forest, with the mountain 
people sitting on logs or on the ground 
for hours while he taught them, often as 
little children, about Christ and their im- 
mortal souls. He preached two hours in 
the morning and as long in the afternoon, 
During the noon recess he would hold 
his medical clinic, examining and pre- 
scribing for their diseased bodies, for he 
was also a Doctor of Medicine. 

“In the last years of my father’s life, I 
would often go with him and hold a 
medical clinic while he was preaching, 
for doctors are very few in the vast 
mountain regions. The poor suffer much 
from lack of medical attention. After 
my father’s death, I continued to go up 
in the mountains, visiting the schools 
and churches he had built and holding 
clinics. Hundreds come on foot, on 
horses, on mules, in wagons, for miles 
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and miles across the mountains. Cften 
they curry their sick on cots or in tieir 
arms.” 

Rheumatism was “my old army 
friend,” Guerrant was wont to say, and 
otherwise he was plagued all his days 
(and nights) with ill-health. His moun- 
tain life was not favorable to recovery. 
“Slept in shed room. The hard rain 
beat in through the boards on the bed, 
giving me a hard cold, or made one 
worse which I caught sleeping in a 
hay loft’; and again: “Suffered all night 
with cramps. No window in the bed- 
room. Three beds, and three men, two 
women, and four children occupied them. 
John Graham, the schoolteacher, slept 
with me in a bed—narrow for one.” 

Yet he was able after less than four 
years to report 2,707 added to the Pres- 
byterian Church, twenty-three churches 
organized, fifteen churches built, seven- 
teen candidates for the ministry enlisted, 
and $16,781 raised for the work. 

Then for ten years he had settled pas- 
torates which enabled him to work as 
an evangelist at large over the South. 
But the mountains were not forgotten. 
Earlier in his diary was this entry: 
“Preached in a barroom to a hundred 
people. Good attention, but hot as a 
lime-kiln. The blessed Spirit helped 
me, and I had great freedom.” Now he 
tells of another barroom at Nonesuch, 
the focal point for evil doings, with such 
a reputation that women were afraid to 
drive by even in broad daylight. 

So Dr. Guerrant pitched his tent across 
the road from the drink shop and held 
protracted meetings. His first convert 
was the whisky seller. The barrel heads 
were knocked in and the drink poured 
down a ravine, the Nonesuch Presbvte- 
rian Church formed, and a church build- 
ing put up. “I was driving by it a few 
years later in company with a farmer 
of the section. He remarked. ‘I gave 
two hundred dollars toward that build- 
ing.’ ‘Were you repaid?’ I asked. ‘I sure 
was. My farm is worth twice as much 
as before Guerrant started it, and it has 
helped all the people hereabout, whether 
members or not.’” ‘ 

“Bloody Breathitt” County, Ky., was 
known through the nation for its feuds. 
Here is his pioneer entry: “On July 23 
I went on a trip to the mountains. Our 
little Annie went along to play and sing. 
We pitched our big tent on Quicksand 
River in Breathitt Co., seventy-five miles 
long and not a church house on it. I 
preached ten days and organized a Pres- 
byterian church of fifty-two members, 
with four good elders and money raised 
to begin building.” 

That was in 1895. In 1917 a lovely 
cluster of institutions ministered to this 
sin-hardened county —the Highland 
School, an accredited high school; the 
Highlard Orphans’ Home: and the High- 
land Hospital, “the first in Bloody 
Breathitt, and none ever needed one 
more”—all three consolidated into the 
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Highland Instituiton, with seven hand- 
some buildings, under the leadership of 
W. Barnet Guerrant, a nephew of the 
founder, 

In 1896 Dr. Guerrant published the 
substances of addresses to theological 
students in a book called, “The Soul- 
Winner.” It cutlined his methods and 
teaching. Of closet-prayer he said: 

“IT have had some considerable expe- 
rience in preaching the Gospel, up and 
down the country, and I do not remem- 
ber one single instance in seventeen 
years where God ever failed to visit 
and bless the people who sincerely 
sought the conversion cf souls. I have 
found those themes most fruitful of re- 
sults which set forth the utter ruin of 
sin and the free grace of God in his Son. 

“Preach no emasculated Gospel. Men 
are not sick: they are ‘dead in tres- 
passes and sins.’ They are not out of 
the way merely: they are lost beyond 
recovery by any human means. They 
are not only alienated from God, but 
are enemies of God, though they may 
not be conscious of the fact. 

“Don’t dispute! If any challenges me, 
I merely invite him to occupy my pulpit 
and preach the truth as he understands

it to my people and let me do the same 
for him and his people. I have never 
been given the privilege. 

“I have received thousands of people 
into the church. Nine-tenths were 
reached by private and personal appeal, 
Go to see the people in their homes and 
sheps and stores and wisely and affec- 
tionately persuade them to come to 
Christ.” I would caution against dis- 
couragement in the beginning. The 
greatest revivals have had the smallest 
beginnings. Preach the Word and never 
doubt God’s promise to honor and bless 
it.” 

Dr. Witherspoon of Louisville Theo- 
logical Seminary describes Dr. Guer- 
rant’s ministry: “Going to the nearest 
railway station, hiring a horse and rid- 
ing thirty miles across two mountain 
ranges, I came at sunset to the little 
county-seat_ in courthouse the 
services were being held. Although it 
was the busiest seascn of planting time, 
I was astonished to find the courthouse 
packed to utmost capacity. They were 
lighted by a couple of flickering oil 
lamps. It was evident that the preach- 
ing was what had gathered this great

To Correct a Misunderstanding 


In your May 5 issue of THE SUNDAY 
ScHoo. TrmMeEs you carried an article 
under the capticn, “A Survey of Re- 
ligious Life and Thought,” concerning 
my husband. I am concerned to think 
that any Christian paper would print 
such a statement until it had checked 
to see if it were correct... . 

Last year when the “Throttle 
Twisters” .fa motorcycle club] were 
planning to come to town they had 
no intenticns of even having a church 
service. Our printer was president of 
the club for this area and my husband 
suggested the thought to him. The 
group liked the idea, .. . and arrange- 
ments for the service were made. The 
Roman Catholics went to their church, 
the Jowish persons to theirs, and the 
Protestants came to my _ husband’s 
church. 

We had over 500 of them present in 
our church. The service was a Gospel 
service, as it alwatys is, and Mr. 
Thompson preached on the text, “I 
am not ashamed of the Gospel of 
Christ, for it is the power of God unto 
salvation.” He gave an invitation for 
salvation, which he very often does. 
.. . As a result, five of the cyclists 
accepted the invitation to become 
Christiens. For many of these riders 
it was the first time in years that they 
heard of the message of salvation. 

In the afternoon they were all to go 
to a park for the purpose of meeting 
each other and creating a greater fel- 
lowship of people frorn the various 
areas of New England. The priest was 
there, and he did not, nor did he in- 
tend to, bless motorcycles. His bless- 


ing was upon the motorcyclists. The 
rabbi did not come because he had 
made other arrangements before that 
prevented his attending the occasion. 
Mr. Thompson went because they were 


thrilled with the message of the morn- 
ing and wanted him to have a part in 
the afterncon session He did pray, 
but as any minister of Christ, he 
prayed for the salvation of souls and 
for God's blessing upon all those who 

let Him have control of their lives. . . . 

This was his part in the “Throttle 

Twisters’ Church Day” last year and I 

cannot. believe that he has done _any- 

thing which is disloyal to Jesus Christ 
or to the ministry to which he has been 

called... . 

The title which appeared at the top 
of the newspaper picture, “The Bless- 
ing of Motorcycles,” was most unfor- 
tunate, and no doubt reflected the in- 
terpretation of a Roman Catholic 
reporter, nothing else. The picture was 
taken ‘after the occasion was over, lest 
the program be disturbed. I assure 
you that work which has been wrought 
for Christ with these folks should not 
be taken lightly. 

I trust that the same enthusiasm for 
righteousness, which made you want 
to print the story, giving the false im- 
pression of the situation, [will] com- 
pel you to do something .. . about the 
real story of the day that the “Throttle 
Twisters” came to the First Baptist 
Church of Fitchburg, Mass.—From the 
pastor’s wife. 

The Times thinks it unwise for a Prot- 
estant minister to have any official part 
in a service in which a Catholic priest 
and a Jewish rabbi are also taking part, 
and one who does so is almost certain 
to find himself in a compromising posi- 
tion.

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The Hand of God in Military History 


Only believers in Christ can face the future 


with complete confidence 


ODAY men are in a state of con- 
fusion in a disorderly and lawless 
world, a world in which the desire 
for peace and security futilely beats 
against the reality of wars and rumors 
of wars. No man-made scheme for peace 
seems to provide more than an illusory 
hope. The unbeliever sneeringly ob- 
serves that Christians on opposite sides 
in war pray to the same God to reward 
with victory the righteousness of their 
cause. So-called Christian nations mutu- 
ally kill, maim, and destroy. How can 
a God who is love permit such things? 
Undoubtedly even many Christians pur- 
sue that will-o’-the-wisp, the hope of 
man-made peace among nations. But 
that hope becomes more a feeling of 
despair as they see one scheme after 
another turn out to be nothing more 
than a passing mirage. The werld has 
no rational alternative to self-destruc- 
tion except the hope that some day, in 
some way, men will settle their differ- 
ences and find peace. Hence world 
leaders continue to talk about abolish- 
ing war. God appears to play little 
part in their plans, other 
than possibly to place His 
stamp of approval on man’s 
achievement. But truly 
man’s aimless wandering 
need not alarm the believer 
in the Lord Jesus Christ, if 
we pay heed to His Word, 
the Holy Scriptures. The 
hand of God does overrule 
in war and turns the wrath 
of man to His praise and the 
fulfillment of His eternal 
purposes (Psa. 76:10). 

God is sovereign. He is 
omniscient. He is omnipo- 
tent. Not even a sparrow 
can fall to the ground apart 
from His will. He hates war 
and promises that it shall 
some day cease from the 
earth (Isa. 2:4). Yet He is 
also said to be a man of 
war (Excd. 15:3; Zech. 14:3; 
Rev. 19:11); He alone can 
give victory (Judges 17:2; 
Prov. 21:31, R.V.); He com- 
manded the Israelites to 
wage war (Deut. 7 to 9); He 
foretells war until the end of 
the age (Dan. 9:26; Matt, 24: 
6, 7). War, that which God 
hates (Ezek. 32:17-32; Matt. 
5:9), that which man pro- 
claims to be the greatest of 
all evils, is allowed to afflict 
the world for the time being, 
Why? Because it is only an 
outward evidence of the real

General Harrison is a 
graduate of West Point, was wounded 
and decorated in World War Il, 
served with General MacArthur for 
two years in Japan, and is mow the 
Commander of the Ninth Infantry 
Division, with headquarters at Fort 
Dix, N. J. It can be said of him, as 
of the Bereans, that he has “received 
the word with all readiness of mind, 
and searched the scriptures daily” 
(Acts 17:11); and the copious Bible 
references in this article show that 
he is used to handling the Sword of 
the Spirit.

evil within man, his enmity against God 
(Rom. 8:7, 8). War cannot cease until 
God has finally eliminated this sin (Isa. 
57:20, 21). 

The Apostle James tells us the cause 
of war (Jas. 4:1, 2). It is the lust to 
have what can only be taken from 
others. Paul in the Epistle to the Ro- 
mans reveals that God gave men up to 
these lusts that cause war because they 
asserted their independence of Him, re- 
fusing to give Him the glory or to be 
thankful, worshiping idols, seeking to 
cast Him from their thoughts (Rom. 1 
18-31). Men, in rebellion against God. 
are trying to live a lie, with all of the 
consequences which they fear so much 
and yet use for their own purposes. 

Man’s purposes, even when apparently 
just, are not God’s purposes (Isa. 55:8. 
9). National independence is one of the 
great aims of men. To defend one’s 
liberty is recognized by most as being 
legitimate and a patriotic duty. Aggres- 
sion is resisted as being unjust and con- 
trary to the best interests of mankind 
Yet God had a different purpose in the 
invasion of Canaan by the 
Israelites. In accord with 
His direct command to 
Moses, the Israelites were 
told to destroy the Canaan- 
ites utterly. This was com- 
manded, not because of any 
righteousness of the Israel- 
ites or their cause, but be- 
cause of the sins of the Ca- 
naanites (Deut. 9:1-7), From 
a purely human viewpoint 
the Israelites were alien in- 
vaders against a peaceful 
people who were merely de- 
fending their homes and 
liberty. After a great and 
miraculous success against 
Jericho, the Israelites were 
defeated in their initia] at- 
tack against the small city 
of Ai. They fled before thei 
enemies. The cause of this 
failure was shown to be the 
disobedience of one man in 
Israel. When his disobe- 
dience was punished Ai was 
taken (Josh. 7 and 8). These 
two examples indicate that 
the attitude of the Israelite: 
toward God, rather than the 
relative human merits of 
their cause, was what deter- 
mined the degree of their 
success. The principle is 


clearly stated in Deuteron- 
omy 28:1, 2, 7, and additional 
examples are found in the 
Book of Judges, and 
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subsequent wars of the Israelites. 


Further, no nation should take pride 
in the idea that victory is granted be- 
cause of its superior righteousness or 
strength. Some in Assyria might have 
thought so, but God reveals the wicked- 
ness of their hearts (Isa, 10:5-18). He 
used them in spite of their evil pur- 
poses, but gave assurance of ultimate 
punishment. In his pride, lust, and wrath 
man seeks to conquer and destroy; but 
even this shall praise God, in the ful- 
fillment of His purposes. 

It is not proper to speculate on the 
purposes of God beyond what is re- 
vealed in the Scriptures. Neither is it 
possible to know them. However, we 
can see some of the consequences of 
wars in their effect on Christianity or 
the Jews. The conquests of Alexander 
the Great gave the ancient world in 
large measure a common culture and 
language. The Roman conquests resulted 
in a long period of peace and freedom 
of movement within the confines of the 
Empire. Both of these conditions were 
especially favorable to the propagation 
of the Gospel and growth of the Chris- 
tian church, although the wars them- 
selves were cruel and evil. The defeat 
and sufferings of the Germans in World 
War II were in accord with God’s prom- 
ise to Abraham, “I will bless them that 
bless thee, and curse him that curseth 
thee” (Gen. 12:3). For certainly the 
Nazis had unmercifully cursed and per- 
secuted the Jews, descendants of Abra- 
ham, 

Some of the results of World War II 
should lead Christians who are hoping 
for the coming of the Lord to be espe- 
cially vigilant and watchful. These re- 
sults appear to point toward the fulfill- 
ment of prophecies relating to the Great 
Tribulation period at the end of the age 
(Matt. 24: 15-22; Dan, 12:1; Jer. 30:7). At 
that time the peoples living within the 
boundaries of the former Roman Empire 
will be organized in ten states which 
will be ruled by a great despot who is 
Satan’s Man, the enemy of Christ (Dan. 
2 and 7; Rev. 13 and 17). At the same time 
large numbers of Jews will be living in 
Palestine, having made a covenant with 
this ruler (Dan. 9:27; Matt, 24:15; Zech. 
12:4-14; 14:1-3). Nations of northern 
and eastern Europe, headed by Russia, 
will invade the Near East and the land 
of Israel (Ezek, 38, 39). A final great 
battle centered at Armageddon (Joel 2; 
3:9-16; Rev. 16:12-16), in which all 
nations are involved, will terminate the 
Tribulation, ending in the destruction 
of those armies at the coming of the 
Lord (Rev. 19:11-21). 


Now what do we see? World War II 


ended with Russia emerging as the great 
power of Europe, with satellites gener- 
ally as described in Ezekiel 38 and 39. 
Germany is split. The Rhine and Danube 
rivers, formerly the boundary of the 
Roman Empire, could with only little 
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change in frontiers become again such 
a boundary. The nations of western and 
southern Europe, fearful of Russia, tend 
to group themselves economically and 
militarily. These happenings are not the 
fulfillment of prophecy. Maybe they are 
a passing moment in the restless turmoil 
of the nations. Nevertheless, when we 
realize how rapidly and easily the trends 
now visible could change into the actual 
prophetic conditions, and how terrify- 
ingly destructive are the weapons of 
war, our hearts rejoice in the expectation 
of the Lord’s imminent return, and we 
say with John, “Even so, come, Lord 
Jesus” (Rev. 22:20). 

As we wait for the Lord’s return, we 
can be sure that military campaigns will 
turn out in accord with God’s purposes, 
even though there may be no visible 
evidences of His intervention. Super- 
ficially, many people seem to think that 
victories are won or lost by a simple 
combination of preponderance of force 
guided by diagrammatic schemes of cam- 
paign, and good leadership. So often one 
hears such expressions as, “blueprint for 
victory,” and confident assertions as to 
what the enemy will do if we do thus 
and so. The fact is there is no blue- 
print for victory. Belief as to what the 
enemy will do is usually an educated 
guess based on an interpretation of such 
information as can be obtained. Often 
the enemy himself does not know what 
he will do since he, too, is wondering 
about the course of events and is guided 
by expediency, while keeping his gen- 
eral objective in mind. Even good mili- 
tary commanders sometimes change their 
minds. ° 

Decisions and plans for a campaign 
deal with matters still future as well 
as with such facts as may be known at 
the moment. To project one’s mind ac- 
curately and knowingly into the future 
is certainly not one of the gifts God has 
given men, although many persons con- 
fidently attempt it and later events may 
prove some to have guessed right. As 
for facts, it is often impossible to get 
accurate and complete information on 
the dispositions, condition, and morale 
of one’s own troops, not to mention in- 
formation about an enemy who is doing 
his utmost to deceive us. But even if 
a commander, whether he be the highest 
or one of the lowest, does have accurate 
and complete information, his own in- 
tellect, emotions, and current physical 
condition may fail him. To make the 
problem even more difficult, we must not 
forget the effect of weather and what 
most people would call chance, 


When a child of God considers the in- 
numerable persons and things that can 
go wrong, and the imponderable ele- 
ments that enter into military decisions 
and operations, he is convinced that we 
don’t need to see the waters of the Red 
Sea held back or the walls of Jericho 
fall to know that, no matter what man 
may do, God alone gives the victory. How 
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marvelous it is to know that our Lord is 
the Eternal God, all of whose counsel 
shall stand and all of whose purposes 
shall be accomplished! Therefore, the be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus Christ need 
have no fears regarding the outcome of 
military operations even though his own 
life may be forfeit! 

As military men, whether the youth 
drafted to fight for his country or the 
professional soldier, we who know the 
Lord must do the best we can to win 
the victory, with the ability and wisdom 
God gives us and in obedience to His 
Word of Truth, trusting Him for the re- 
sult, while knowing that it will be ac- 
cording to His own purpose. Obedience 
to the will of God should be our will. 
Our prayers should be that God’s will 
be done, and that our own people be 
reconciled to Him. 

Of all men on the earth, only believers 
in the Lord Jesus Christ can face the 
future and eternity with complete as- 
surance and confidence in the faithful- 
ness of God, no matter what the course 
of events may be. Let us, therefore, be 
strong and of good courage, not afraid 
or dismayed, for the Lord our God is 
with us and goes before us. 

Fort Drx, N. J. 
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A Missionary Radio Network 
in Latin America 


ENTATIVE plans were laid recently 
for what may be the beginning of a 
loose “network” of missionary radio sta- 
tions in Latin America—and more effec- 
tive Gospel broadcasting in the future. 

In an informal conference at the Latin 
America Mission in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, both Clarence Jones of HCJB 
(Ecuador) and Dayton Roberts of TIFC 
(Costa Rica) agreed that if future mis- 
sionary radio is to be most efficient as 
well as effective, some means of co-oper- 
ation and standardization should be set 
up. 

There are now seven missionary sta- 
tions in Latin America, located in Haiti, 
Mexico, Guatemala, Costa Rica, Panama, 
Ecuador, and Bolivia. Representatives 
of each will be invited to meet at HCJB 
in September. 

“Thecretically,” explains TIFC director 
Roberts, “a co-operative set-up for cir- 
culating and distributing recorded Span- 
ish programs would help us make maxi- 
mum use of our missionary personnel, 
because, in effect, we would be pooling 
our talent. We could also exchange ideas 
and experiences, which would be invalu- 
able in improving the quality of our 
broadcasts.” 

Since the same broadcast naturally 
cannot be repeated twice on the same 
station, and talent is limited, missionary 
radio stations are constantly harassed 
with the need of variety and a greater 
number of Gospel programs. In a co- 
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operative plan, however, the special tal- 
ent available at each station could be 
used to the full. 

Such important factors as legal prob- 
lems, continental strategy, public serv- 
ice features, technical experiences, and 
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principles governing national personnel 
will probably be discussed at the Sep- 
tember conference, and plans made for 
trading recordings. Messrs. Roberts and 
Jones also hope that technical and pro- 
gramming standards can be set up.

This article shows the far-reach- 
ing results of the Bible memory 
program being carried on by the 
Children’s Bible Mission. The 80 
full-time workers of the Mission 
visit 1,500 public schools monthly 
and supervise a memory program 
which gives awards for learning 
designated Bible verses.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


S GO the homes, so goes the nation. 
A Referring to the revelations of 

fraudulent practices in the RFC 
[Reconstruction Finance Corporation], 
Senator J. William Fulbright of Arkansas 
recently recalled the fact, demonstrated 
by historian Toynbee, that “the vast 
majority of great civilizations have been 
destroyed, not as a result of external 
aggression, but as a consequence of do- 
mestic corruption.” While the word “do- 
mestic” here is used in the _ political 
sense, the statement would be even more 
true if the word were given its more 
intimate connotation. Where the homes 
of a nation are sanctuaries of honor and 
rectitude, national affairs will be char- 
acterized by righteousness and justice; 
and such a nation is a bulwark against 
tyranny and oppression. But when our 
homes begin to crumble because of un- 
faithfulness and lack of discipline, we 
may expect the national conscience to 
disintegrate, and with that goes our 
netional strength, until we are ripe for 
destruction. The safeguarding of the 
home, therefore, is more than a pretty 
sentiment of old-fashioned idealists. It 
is a prime necessity for our national 
security. As go the homes, so goes the 
nation. 

With a divorce rate variously esti- 
mated from one in five to one in three, 
the call to save our homes is not a bit 
too socn! But where shall we begin? 
Peter says in another connection, “For 
the time is come that judgment must 
begin at the house of God” (1 Pet. 4:17); 
and the application of these words to our 
present theme is not farfetched. One is 
alarmed at the widespread lack of Bib- 
lical ideals of home life among Chris- 
tians. Unless we begin to build our 


homes on the sure foundation of godly 
fear and obedience, how can we stay 
the processes of disintegration in the

nation at large? Let Bible standards 
prevail in our Christian homes, being 
taught and required by the Christian 
church.

Verse by Verse 

Matt. 19:3.—“Is it lawful for a man to 
put away his wife for every cause?” 
This was a question hotly disputed be- 
tween the followers of Hillel, who 
allowed considerable freedom in the 
matter of divorce, and the disciples of 
Shammai, who took a more rigid stand. 
The Pharisees tried to make Jesus a 
party to their disputes, but our Lord 
avoided partyism by taking higher 
ground than any of them. To these 
Pharisees the lawfulness of a thing was 
the full requirement, but see 1 Corin- 
thians 6:12; 10:23, 

Verse 4.—“Have ye not read ... at 
the beginning?” Jesus began by chal- 
lenging their boasted knowledge of the 
Scriptures. Then He took them back to 
the origin of the marriage bond, in or- 
der to show them the divine intention 
and standard. Once we have that, noth- 
ing less will satisfy us. 

Verse 5.—“For this cause shall a man 
leave .. . cleave , . . one flesh.” The 
relation of husband and wife preceded 
that of parent and child, and must always 
have precedence. But the command to 
cleave is as insistent as the command to

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leave. In the divine reckoning, hus- 
band and wife are as truly “one flesh” 
as were Adam and Eve, where Eve was 
actually taken out of the man (Gen. 2: 
21-23). Notice, it was God, not Adam, 
who spoke these words, quoted from 
Genesis 2:24. 

Verse 6.—‘“What therefore God hath 
joined together, let not man put asun- 
der.” To argue that in some cases it was 
not God that joined them together is 
mere trifling. It is the institution of 
marriage that is in view here, not the 
special leading of God in individual lives, 
which every Christian should earnestly 
seek. In God’s sight, the marriage bond 
is permanent. 

Verse 7.—“Why did Moses then com- 
mand to give a writing of divorcement?” 
An unfair allusion to Deuteronomy 24: 
1, 2, suggesting that Moses had instituted 
divorce, whereas he only tolerated it. 
What Moses commanded was a formal 
act of divorce in place of an impetuous, 
unrecorded dismissal of a wife on any 
pretext. Notice, too, that it was on the 
ground of “uncleanness” that Moses per- 
mitted diverce, not on any whim of in- 
compatibility. 

Verse 8.—“Moses . . . suffered .. . but 
from the beginning.” The Law took 
account of the hardness of heart which 
mace the ideal too much to enforce, but 
Christ, who gives a new heart to those 
who accept Him, expects God’s criginal 
and highest intentions to be our accepted 
standards. 

Verse 9.—“. . . except it be for forni- 
cation .. . adultery .. . adultery.” This 
statement is perfectly clear. Christ rec- 
ognizes only one ground of divorce, and 
remarriage in any other case is not only 
an act of adultery, but a perpetual state 
of adultery, To marry a divorced woman 
(or man), apart from the exceptional 
case indicated by our Lord, is to enter 
into adulterous relations with somebody 
else’s wife (or husband). 

1 Cor. 13:4-7.—These verses present 
the character of love (the preferable 
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Lesson for July 15 
reading to “charity,” which is today 
rather restricted in meaning). 

Verse 4.—Love’s patience: “love suf- 
fereth long.” Love’s goodness: “and is 
kind.” Love’s magnanimity: “love en- 
vieth not.” Love’s modesty: “love 
vaunteth not itself.” Love’s humility: 
“is not puffed up.” 

Verse 5.—Love’s decorum: “doth not 
behave itself unseemly.” Love’s unself- 
ishness: “seeketh not her own.” Love's 
meekness: “is not provoked” (A.S.V.). 
Love’s guilelessness: “thinketh no evil.” 

Verse 6.—Love’s sincerity: “Rejoiceth 

. in the truth.” 

Verse 7.—Love’s fortitude: “beareth 
all things.” Love’s faith: “believeth all 
things.” Love’s optimism: “hopeth all 
things.” Love’s submission: “endureth 
all things.” 


The Heart of the Lesson 

The home is the primary social insti- 
tution, and basically affects the entire 
social structure. The streams which flow 
through all the wider relationships of 
life have their rise in the home. The 
preservation of the home, therefore, is 
a fundamental necessity for the security 
of society. 

The strength of the home rests on the 
sacredness of the marriage bond. Our 
Lord goes back to the beginning to show 
God’s intenticn in that regard. There 
one man and one woman are bound in 
a union so sacred and complete that a 
severance of it would be unthinkable. 
That is God’s order for marriage. 

In this sphere, as in all others, sin has 
made a breach in God’s order. Neither 
polygamy nor separation has any place 
in the divine reckoning, and the fact 
that some of God's saints have prac- 
ticed both does not put the stamp of 
divine approval on them. Even the 
Mosaic regulation of the practice of di- 
vorce is not an annulment of the orig- 
inal intention, but an attempt to curb 
the evil, and to secure some measure 
of justice for the parties involved. God's 
pattern, given in Eden, still holds. The 
Christian teaching is the primitive teach- 
ing (Gen. 2:24; Matt. 19:5). Any de- 
parture from that is simply not Cnhris- 
tian. 

The Law did not provide the spiritual 
equipment (Rom. 8:3) to enable sinners 
to rise to the heights of God’s original 
purpose in the marriage bond, so it could 
do no other than regulate a condition 
which is found existing. That is why 
Moses allowed divorce and commanded 
that it be carried out in orderly fashion, 
and for just cause. The Gospel, on the 
other hand, contemplates the operation 
of abundant grace in the hearts of God’s 
people, and therefore anticipates a gra- 
cious settlement of difficulties in the 
spirit of Christ. Love, after the order 
of 1 Corinthians 13, will always find a 
way, for such “love never faileth.” This 
is the love of God, which is “shed abroad 
in our hearts by the Holy Ghost which

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forth from Adam’s side. God gave His 
pattern in Eden: one man, one woman 
—one flesh. It was sin that broke that 
order, as it broke the perpetuity of the 
marriage bond. Never once is the di- 
vine approval given to polygamy. Sacred 
history records the sorrows that invari- 
ably followed the practice—the jeal- 
ousies of Leah and Rachel, the moral 
enfeeblement of Solomon, the tragedies 
of David’s household. One of God's di- 
rectives for Israel’s kings was that they 
should not multiply wives (Deut, 17:17). 
The Law did not approve the practice, 
but insisted on justice where it existed. 
And certainly the New Testament con- 
templates only the original pattern, one 


man and one woman united “in the 
Lord.” 
The Church and Divorce. When Ed- 


ward VIII of England decided to marry 
a divorced woman, he found himself on- 
posed by both church and state Be- 
ceuse of the relationship of these two in- 
stitutions in England, his proposed 
marriage was not only a breach of eccle- 
siastical law, but it became a constitu- 
tional affair. To carry through his 
purpose he had to abdicate the throne, 
and the English clergyman who per- 
formed the ceremony for him was disci- 
plined by the church. One could only 
wish that our Protestant churches took 
as firm a stand on the subject. Not only 
in Modernist circles, but far too much 
among Fundamentalists there is a lower- 
ing of standards in this regard. It is 
considered very harsh to insist that in- 
compatibles stay together, or, if they do 
separate, that they stay single. It is 
argued, Why should youthful mistakes 
be paid for with life-long misery? In- 
stead, the church ought to insist that 
“whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap.” Young people should be 
taught the Law of the Lord so urgently 
that they will seek His face concerning 
marriage, instead of leaping thought- 
lessly into this union for life. The place 
to begin is before the mistake is made.

In a month’s time the member- 
ship jumped to one hundred, and has 
been mushrooming ever since. 

Their services are free. Each mem- 
ber works in her own way to dissuade a 
prospective divorcee from her purpose.

to assist her; but they generally work 
in teams of two. Members whose homes 
were broken up as a result of money 
troubles are generally called upon to 
advise a couple quarreling over finances, 
and the like. 

A newspaper reporter got hold of the 
story, and soon phone calls, letters, and 
telegrams poured in from all over the 
United States and Canada. Applications 
for assistance came in by the hundreds! 
Doctors, lawyers, judges, educators, 
clergymen, and divorcees asked for in- 
formation. 

Mr. Starr estimates that at least sev- 
enty per cent of divorces can be pre- 
vented where either the husband or 
wife is willing to work hard for recon- 
ciliation. The work of the Divorcees 
Anonymous is restoring hundreds of 
broken homes, and preserving many 
others from ruin. (See Reader’s Digest, 
May, 1950.) 

All who name the name of the Lord 
should be guided by the Lord, who men- 
tioned but one permissible reason for 
divorce (Matt. 19:9). 

“Charity suffereth long, and is kind 
: .’ (1 Cor. 13:4).—Upon visiting a 
dear, old lady who was an object of 
the world’s charity, I had occasion to 
refer to the chapter from which our 
verse is taken, and immediately she 
spoke up saying, “All those things are 
not true of charity.” Upon questioning 
her, I learned that whenever she heard 
or saw the word “charity,” she thought 
of the functions of the world’s charitable 
organizations.

Homes THAT Hoip TOGETHER 
OME years ago a girl invited me to 
her wedding. I said, “Why, I did 
not even know that you were engaged.” 
She replied: “It is rather sudden. We 
have only known each other a short 
time, but if we don’t ‘make a go’ of it 
we can always get divorced.” Most 
likely that marriage did end in the di- 
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vorce court, but that is sin in the sight 
of God and ruinous to children brought 
into the world through such a union. 

Turn to Matthew 19:3-9 and see what 
the Lord said about marriage and di- 
vorce. Do you see that God means mar- 
riage to be for life? So if you should 
wed a man who proves inconsiderate and 
selfish, you still have no right to divorce 
him. Marriage is a serious business. It 
is very happy when those involved are 
led together by the Lord, but it is very 
tragic when they are not. If you knew 
the number of girls not much older than 
some of you who have told me how bit- 
terly they regretted their marriages, you 
would feel the need of earnest prayer 
before you say Yes. Pray that you may 
live so near to the Lord that He can 
guide you with His eye (Psa, 32:8), 

One of the girls who was in this class 
a few years ago, said to the rest of the 
group, “Don’t ever go with a non-Chris- 
tian, and then you will never be tempted 
to marry him!” That is good advice, 
and she followed it herself. Just last 
week I attended her wedding. She was 
a beautiful bride and the bridegroom is 
a fine-looking Christian young man. Im- 
mediately after the ceremony they had 
a Christian soloist sing, “Living for 
Jesus,” changing the words into the 
plural when necessary, as, “O Jesus, 
Lord and Saviour, we give ourselves to 
Thee.” The great desire of this young 
couple is to establish a Christian home 
and serve the Lord together. Do you 
think such a marriage will go “on the 
rocks”? What a contrast between this 
bride and the one who said, “If we don’t 
‘make a go’ of it, we can always get 
divorced”! 

Ask any schoolteacher what she knows 
about children from broken homes, Your 
question may even bring tears to her 
eyes. I had a little girl from such a 
home who dodged every time I went 
past her desk the first week or so, evi- 
dently expecting a blow. The poor lit- 
tle thing had been “farmed out” here 
and there and must have met with con- 
siderable unkindness. How cruel it is 
to bring children into the world and 
then fail to take care of them! Do not 
ever think that supplying them with 
food and clothes and a place to stay is 
taking proper care of them. Children 
need a happy home where they are sur- 
rounded by love and understanding. 

Mr. and Mrs. Burleigh, the mission- 
aries we have been talking about this 
quarter, understood children’s need of 
love. They loved each orphan individ- 
ually and taught them to love one an- 
other. One of their first orphans they 
named Jessica. Jessica loved Mrs, Bur- 
leigh and wished she could find a pres- 
ent to give her, but she could find noth- 
ing on that bleak, rocky island which 
she thought would please her. Then she 
thought: “Mrs. Burleigh loves children. 
I will get her some more.” Being en- 
tirely untaught, she started off at once 
to hunt them, leaving the Burleighs 
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worrying about her for several days. 
They feared she had met with some acci- 
dent or had been carried off by the 
white traders who stopped there occa- 
sionally to rob the natives. Finally a 
very bedraggled Jessica came home, but 
she was all smiles. She said to Mrs. 
Burleigh, “I have a present for you at 
the other side of our place.” Mrs. Bur- 
leigh went to see and found eleven more 
orphans, all dirty and practically naked! 
Jessica had been all over the island 
hunting orphans and telling them of the 
wonderful home the Burleighs had pro- 
vided. She was sure that they would 
find a happy home and that Mrs, Bur- 
leigh would be delighted with her “pres- 
ent.” 

Mr. and Mrs. Burleigh were led to- 
gether by God, and so their home was 
a happy one in spite of many hardships. 
But many homes are unhappy because 
the couple were never led of God to 
marry each other. Be sure you never 
get into such a situation. And remem- 
ber, God will never lead you to marry 
an unsaved person, because He has for- 
bidden such a union in 2 Corinthians 
6:14. But do not think any Christian 
will do. There are people who just 
naturally do not fit together, their tastes 
are so different. Make sure you have 
God’s choice for you and then the foun- 
dation is solid. 

One thing more: The happiness of 
your future home will not depend en- 
tirely upon your husband. You must be 
the person God wants you to be. You 
must be trustworthy and unselfish. That 
holds true in the home in which you are 
living now. It should be a happier home 
because you are in it. 

Turn to Luke 10:38-42. Here we find 
a family composed of two sisters and 
one brother. It was a happy home, for 
Jesus loved to be there, and it says in 
John 11:5, “Now Jesus loved Martha, 
and her sister, and Lazarus.” Read this 
passage in Luke and watch Mary. Per- 
haps you will see one reason why it was 
a happy home. When Martha said, “Bid 
her therefore that she help me,” what 
might Mary have said? (“You know I 
did my share of the work already,” or, 
“I’m right and you’re wrong, Martha. 
It is far more important to listen to Jesus 
than to serve a grand dinner.”) Very 
likely either remark from Mary would 
have been true, but she did not make 
either. Why not? Because she was sit- 
ting at the feet of Jesus. No self-right- 
eous or vindictive response ever comes 
from someone in that position. Mary 
was silent and let the Lord speak. I 
used to call on two sisters each living 
alone, but in separate houses because 
they could not get on together. I am 
afraid neither one of them had ever 
sat at the feet of Jesus. 

Now turn to 1 Corinthians 13:4-7 and 
read it slowly, thinking over each state- 
ment. If we are filled with that kind 
of love, what a blessing we shall be in 
our homes! Homes where love is in 
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evidence like this are almost Heaven 
upon earth,

Topic and Scripture: 
Doing Our Part at Home 
(Luke 10:38-42) 

HE children will be interested in pic- 
tures of dwarf trees such as those 
developed by the Japanese. For instance, 
Encyclopedia Britannica, under the 
name bon-sai, shows eight views of pot- 
ted dwarf trees. Explain how they are 
kept small by snipping off buds when 
they are little, by pruning, by lack of 
fertilization, by removing from the soil 
and cutting back the roots. Over and 
over these things are done. The trees, 
though years old, may be only eighteen 
inches high with tiny leaves, instead of 
the forty feet they might have been out- 
doors, if allowed to grow as they should, 
Boys and girls may be dwarfed, too, 
especially in goodness. They snip off 
the little buds of obedience and forgive- 
ness, which should be growing every 
day. They may cut off completely the 
branch of being kind to a particular per- 


son they have come to dislike. They 
may not put any richness of faith in 
God in the soil of their lives. They 


may cut the growing roots of helping in 
the work at home, Though these boys and 
girls may be big in body size and weigh 
a hundred pounds, yet their spirit selves 
are pinched and dwarfed. Imagine how 
your soul might look to God if you stood 
before Him without any body! That’s 
hard to imagine, isn’t it? But other peo- 
ple can see every day, quite easily, how 
your soul is looking. They know whether 
you are a normal boy or girl in good- 
ness, or whether you are a dwarf. How? 
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The Bible tells in Proverbs 20:11, the 
Memory Verse. “Even a child is known 
by his .” “By his doings,” that’s 
right. And what are “his doings”? “His 
work,” yes, and play, too. 

We will peek in the windows of two 
Bible homes today to see folks growing. 
One is a boy—see if He is a dwarf any- 
where—Luke 2:52. The verse before 
tells of buds kept growing well, the 
buds of obedience, 

The next home has two grown-up sis- 
ters. What is Martha doing? (Luke 10: 
40.) What is her sister Mary doing? 
(v. 39.) One is getting dinner for the 
Lord Jesus; one is listening to His words. 
Which is growing faster? Right now 
Mary is! Yes, Martha is working, and 
dinner has to be gotten. But she is get- 
ting cross and tired trying to show off 
—I’m afraid—what an extra special good 
cook she is. Getting cross and showing 
off snip off ever so many buds of love 
and goodness. Mary is listening to the 
Lord Jesus. And what wonderful fer- 
tilizer that gives to her soul to grow! 
Can you imagine how sweet she is even 
to out-of-sorts Martha, and how cheer- 
fully she washes the dinner dishes after- 
ward, for her heart is fed by the Lord’s 
words? 

Boys and girls, I hope you are getting 
that same food, and every day listening 
to the Lord’s words, the Bible. Then I 
hope you are so filled with His love and 
grace, that out-of-sorts sisters and pans 
of dishes can’t make you cross and 
pouty. If you could only see how you 
look, and how you are growing! Those 
“doings” and your “work” will be grow- 
ing right out in plain sight for every- 
body else to see. But you keep your 
eyes on the Lord Jesus. Then you'll 
keep on growing.

HIS lesson is a continuation of last 
week’s, so use the same figures on 
the flannel board. 

Our topic today is “Doing Our Part at 
Home.” I think this must be talking 
about the lazy child who hates so to 
work that he works himself almost sick 
getting out of his work. I know a boy 
like that. He has certain work to do 
every day, and his mother tells him the 
first thing in the morning to sweep the 
terrace before breakfast, so it will be 
done. But he doesn’t want to do it then. 
He rushes off to school, his work undone, 
He comes home and once again his 
mother speaks to him about his work, 
but he has to play with the boys now, 
he can’t work in the afternoon. Just 
before dark, either his mother or father 
takes him by the shoulder and marches 
him out there with the broom. And he 
sweeps the terrace. 

Oh, dear, was that one of the Pri- 
mary boys? Or it might have been Stan, 
the junior high fellow, or Bob, the 
Junior. 

And I know little girls who are sup- 
posed to pick up all their toys and put 
them away when they are through play- 
ing with them. But they go running out- 
doors, leaving all the dolls and doll 
clothes on the bed, and the doll house 
in a terrible state. And they run and 
play outdoors for hours, until Mother 
has to go and get them and show them 
their room. And they cry and fuss—I 
hope that isn’t one of you. It might be 
Helen and Jean, on our board. 

I almost told you the Memory Verse 
for today when I talked to you last week. 
“Even a child is known by his doings.” 
A wise man who lived long ago said 
that, and it is true today. Many people 
come into my home, and it doesn’t take 
very long to tell what kind of children 
come. When a girl comes in and goes 
all through the house, and meddles with 
my things, I don’t want her to come 
again. When a boy comes and tears my 
magazines and throws the paper on the 
floor, I generally do something about it. 
When two children come and fight and 
scream at each other, I wonder what 
kind of home they have. No, I don’t, 
either. I know what kind of home they 
have, and I can almost guess what kind 
of mother, too. 

But today we are really talking about 
doing our share of work in the home. 
In a home, every child should have some 
work to do, as soon as he can walk 
around alone. I know a little boy just 
past a year, who picks up his blocks and 
throws them into the toy box with a 
bang, and laughs. He is learning to put 
his toys away, cheerfully. 

But I can hear some boy or girl say, 
“I don’t like to work.” Let’s look at it 
this way. Do you suppose your daddy 
likes to work all day downtown or on 
the farm to earn money for you to have 
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food and clothing? Do you think he 
loves to do it? I know many fathers who 
do not like their work, they want to do 
something else that they like, but they 
go to work every day, cheerfully doing 
their part in life. And Mother. Do 
you think she just loves to sweep floors, 
wash dishes, do the big washing and 
ironing, and cook every day? And be- 
sides that, dress and undress the little 
ones, bathe them, take care of them 
when they are sick? 

Someone is saying, “Fathers and 
mothers love their children, so they have 
to do all those things for them.” Doesn’t 
that work for the children, too? Should 
not they love Daddy and Mother enough 
to do all they can to help at home? 
Think about it. 

When I was a little girl, the thing I 
hated worst was to do the dusting. So 
my mother said to me: “Always do the 
job you dislike most the very first thing. 
Then you are done with it.” And she 
made me do it, and how thankful I have 
been to her. I passed it along to my 
daughter, and she has passed it on to her 
children. Just a few days ago, one of 
the boys said, “Grandma, I hate to mow 
the lawn, so I guess I’ll do it this morn- 
ing, and I won't have to think about it 
all week.” Try it, yourself, and see how 
good you feel when the despised job is 
done. 

Why are we talking about work in 
Sunday school? Because it is part of 
your life, and the way you live is either 
right or wrong. I hope every one of 
you has asked the Lord Jesus to come 
into your heart, and you are Christians. 
Then you will want your life to be right, 
so you will be a good witness for Christ. 
I can’t think of a lazy person’s being a 
good witness. The Bible has many texts 
telling us to work. If you have a lazy 
streak, ask the Lord to put in its place 
a willingness to do your share of work 
in your home and wherever you are,

His Brothers’ Keeper 
Founded on fact

| WAS a very hot evening in Bengal, 
ind Dr. Luke, from the leper settle- 
ment, was feeling exhausted as he cycled 
home afte heavy day’s work. 

Suddenly a little boy, about ten years 
of age, crawled out of the jungle, bor- 
dering the country road, and threw him- 
self down some yards ahead, where he 
lay helplessly in the dust. 

“Sahib, Sahib,” he cried as the doctor 
came near, “have mercy! Give life! 
Give life!” 

Dr. Luke saw that the boy was seri- 
ously afflicted with lepnosy in an ad- 
vanced stage —his hands and feet were 
almost useless. 

The doctor had often expressed 
thanksgiving that no child with the dis- 
ease had ever been refused admission 
to the Home, no matter how low their 
funds had been. Always, by some means, 
the extra mouth had been filled. 

“Truly, my boy, you will have to come 
with me if you want me to help you 
and try to give you life.” Then, dis- 
mounting, the kind doctor turned his 
machine around and lifted the little boy 
onto his cycle, holding him on as he 
returned to the leper homes. 

Yakub somehow lost all fear of this 
tall white doctor who lived very close 
to the great Physician and talked much 
to Him as his Saviour and Friend. 

Yakub told him that he and his little 
twin brothers were orphans, and lived 
with an uncle who treated them very 
badly When Yakub became crippled 
with leprosy, his uncle turned him out 
to beg, and refused ever to let him enter 
the house again. 

“My uncle says he will feed no one 
who cannot work, and I am so afraid 
for my little brothers because they are 
sick like me, only not .so bad. Jemi 
and Jiten can still help with their hands 
and do a lot of jobs. Their eyes are not 
like mine, vou see.” Yes, Dr. Luke had 
seen that poor Yakub’s sight had been 
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badly affected and he would shortly be 
entirely blind. 

It was not too easy to admit him, for 
the children’s home was very full and 
the money to keep it going was so short 
that the doctor and sister in charge were 
often concerned as to food for their big 
family. 

“Oh, dear,” said Sister Mary as she 
took Yakub in, “yet another; but our 
Heavenly Father knoweth, and He has 
told us not to worry about food and 
clothing, so I have my orders, and I 
must obey.” 

Every one of the children loved Sister 
Mary, she was so big, good-natured, and 
cheery. To poor little starved Yakub 
she seemed a mother indeed, and her 
love and kindness made him very happy. 
In a short time, however, the boy sud- 
denly became sad, and appeared to be 
worried, so that the medical treatment 
made little or no improvement and his 
eyesight became worse. 

One day the doctor said: “You do not 
seem so happy of late, Yakub. Since 
you gave your heart to the Lord Jesus, 
you have been so full of joy, but now 
it looks as if a cloud had come over your 
life.” 

“Truly, Doctor Sahib, my heart over- 
flows with joy and thankfulness to God 
for His love and goodness to me, but 
now I enjoy no rest because of my twin 
brothers. When I think of them, night 
and day, becoming like I am, it is a very 
black cloud, for my uncle will cast them 
out maybe to starve and die. This would 
grieve me, but how much more will it 
sadden the good Lord Jesus, whose love 
for them is so very much greater?” 

“What can you do about it, Yakub?” 

“Doctor Sahib, I must go back to our 
village while I still have eyesight to 
help me see my way. If I hide in the 
jungle outside the village some one of 
the neighbors passing along may take 
a message to my brothers and tell them 
to come to me.” 

“And what then?” asked the doctor. 

“Why, I will bring them here to this 
happy, happy Home and they will learn 
about Jesus, too, and perhaps be made 
well again.” 

Dr. Luke was silent, for he knew how 
crowded they were and that the funds 
were at their lowest ebb. He felt he 
really ought to refuse to take in two 
extra boys, and he was trying to tell 
Yakub as kindly as he could, when the 
boy, watching his face, broke in: 

“Sahib, as soon as I have brought them 
here, I will go away myself. They are 
younger than I am, and will not want 
much to eat, really, so you won’t have 
to provide a great deal more. Only 
promise to take them in, and my feet 
will grow wings!” 

The doctor looked at the boy’s poor 
crippled feet, and he thought: It will 
be no easy journey for this lad: every 
step will be painful and slow; he will 
suffer much for the sake of his little

brothers. Can I possibly refuse such an 
unselfish plea? 

“Well, Yakub, I promise to do all I 
can for your little brothers, though it 
will not be easy.” 

“Oh, Sahib, Jesus will enable you. If He 
can care and look after a poor little use- 
less leper boy like me, surely He will pro- 
tect and provide for my little brothers. 
He loves them so very much more than 
I do or you do, Doctor Sahib, even 
though your heart is filled with His pity.” 

So Yakub set out, and when at last 
he reached his home village he hid in 
the jungle, almost starving, before he 
could send a message to his little 
brothers. Then he learned that they had 
been cruelly ill-treated since he left, 
and their uncle was determined to get 
rid of them. 

At last the three boys were reunited 
and started on their wearisome journey 
to the Home. Full of thankfulness and 
joy, Yakub urged them to plod along 
in spite of their weakness, hunger, and 
thirst. 

When they reached the Home he dis- 
appeared that night, and though the Doc- 
tor did all he possibly could to find him, 
Yakub had gone and could not be traced 

Truly following the example of his 
Saviour, Yakub had saved others but 
himself he could not save. Today the 
twin brothers are healthy and fit, but 
they owe everything to the one who 
gave up all that they might be saved 
in body and soul

crowd together, most of whom had 
rarely, if ever, heard the Gospel. Ad- 
mirable from beginning to end, the ser- 
mon produced a profound impression 
upon the people.” 

So he toiled in the great mountain 
ranges of Virginia, West Virginia, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, North Carolina, 
Georgia, and Alabama, far beyond the 
turnpikes and railroads and colleges. 
Scores of counties were without a single 
church or a preacher qualified to teach 
the way of life. Thousands did not pos- 
sess a Bible and could not read it if they 
did. Yet they were a brave, hardy, gen- 
erous race of men. “God never made a 
more hospitable people nor more grate- 
ful for the Gospel.” In order to cope 
with the immensity of the task (he 
would write, “I managed to preach 
morning and evening for ten days, omit- 
ting one day when too weak to stand”), 
the American Inland Mission was organ- 
ized by him. In four years he had 67 
evangelists ministering to the most des- 
titute regions, teaching 879 Bible schools 
with 40,000 pupils, and building 56 
churches, schools, and mission houses, 
besides three orphanages and educa- 
tional institutions. 

His work became known and attracted 
help from both North and South. Har- 
vey S. Murdoch, a Mississippi man 
preaching in Brooklyn, joined hint. Gen- 
eral O. O, Howard, distinguished as com- 
mander of Meade’s right wing at Gettys- 
burg and founder of Howard University 
for Negroes, preached tenderly and ef- 
fectively to the Highland people. His 
last address was at Jackson, Ky., the seat 
of the bloody feud, where so many men 
have been killed. “Here he spoke in 
the Court House,” wrote Dr, Guerrant, 
“which was crowded with leading citi- 
zens, and if human language and love 
can heal the grievous wounds of war, 
there will be no more bloodshed there.” 

With the co-operation of these friends, 
Witherspoon College was founded in 
Perry County, Ky. The people sub- 
scribed 400 logs, shingles for all the 
buildings, nine acres of land, coal enough 
to heat it permanently, and $150 in 
money. Three years later there were 
187 enrolled, thirty of whom were pre- 
paring to teach in the public schools. 
“They come from Cane Creek and Long’s, 
from Lost Creek and lone Troublesome, 
from Squabble and the mouth of Leath- 
erwood, from Rush and Buffalo, and 
Canoe Fork, from the Middle Fork, the 
North and South Fork, from Indian 
Creek, Gay’s and Bull Skin, from creeks, 
coves, brooks, and branches, without 
name or knowledge.” 

Of Stuart Robinson College, another 
similar institution, there is no room to 
write at length. It had its origin in a 
little Sunday school organized in the 
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Louisville and ‘Nashville depot at 
Blackey in 1910 by two Christian lay- 
men on vacation, who loved boys and 
loved Christ. Dr. Guerrant wrote a 
folder about the location and its needs. 
By accident he left one on a railway 
seat which was found by Mrs. Cynthia 
Haney, the next to occupy the seat. Mrs. 
Haney was a teacher by profession, a 
friend of Miss Willard, a temperance 
lecturer, now seventy-four years of age. 
She read the leaflet with attention and 
felt called of God to help, casting in at 
the treasury her whole living, in other 
words, her life savings of $800. This 
started the school. Since then more 
than $250,000 have been contributed by 
Christian people for buildings and equip- 
ment. 

Happy sequel! Mrs. Haney tells us 
that this decision changed her whole 
life. Health began to improve, she was 
able to resume teaching, taught first 
at the school, then later in Florida, send- 
ing all her earnings above barest needs 
to help the mountain boys and girls. 
Years later a fortunate investment in 
Florida real estate enabled her to erect 
a beautiful library building for the 
school, the Cynthia Burnett Haney Me- 
morial with 3,000 volumes, 

This indomitable man, who spent and 
was spent for others, had his reward 
in many ways, not the least in his fam- 
ily. Nine children grew to useful man- 
hood and womanhood. What a tribute 
to mother as well as father! One son 
established in Winchester, Ky., the Ed- 
ward O. Guerrant Memorial Hospital, a 
nonprofit institution that not only 
serves its own section but welcomes a 
stream of patients from all this mission 
territory and, through summer clinics, 
carries medical skill and healing to the 
heart of the mountain region. Thus the 
first medical missionary of the Kentucky 
mountains has, in his own son and 
grandson, men who are carrying for- 
ward a beneficent tradition. 

His family story opens with an in- 
cident suggestive of David and Abigail 
(1 Sam. 25:18, 27, 40). When the 
Yankees were hard on the heels of Cap- 
tain Guerrant and a fellow trooper, they 
stopped but a moment to beg food at a 
fine house in eastern Tennessee. The 
house mother was sick and the father 
in the army. All responsibility had 
fallen on daughter Mary Devault (also 
of Huguenot stock), who, beside her 
charm, had capacity, managed the farm, 
did the spinning, weaving, dyeing, and 
sewing, cared for the younger brothers, 
and taught the servants on Sunday. She 
served homemade bread and home- 
raised honey to the hungry soldiers. As 
Guerrant rode away he said to his com- 
panion that, after the war was over, he 
would return and get that girl—which, 
in fact, he did. 

All that she had learned of manage- 
ment in youth was now capital in the 
task of raising nine children, especially 
as her husband was away for long pe- 
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riods. “For four years I have been al- 
most a stranger at my home,” he writes. 
One can imagine his frequent loneliness 
far back in the wilderness of the Great 
Smokies. Yet he comforted himself in 
this quaint fashion: “We felt lonesome 
here, but the Lord promised to go with 
us unto the end of the world, and as 
we had reached that place, we claimed 
the promise.” 

His was a Puritan household. He him- 
self rose at 4 a.m. and then began work. 
Family prayers were held morning and 
evening; and while his frequent prayer, 
“O Lord, rebuke our diseases,” was, for 
this ailing man, appropriate enough, the 
other, “Let us not eat the bread of idle- 
ness,” hardly so. Nothing could swerve 
him from his multifarious duties, not 
even the offer of a free trip to Europe, 
which some solicitous friends proposed 
as rest and change. He had the Ken- 
tuckian’s love of horses, and would say 
that the best thing for a man’s inside 
is a horse’s outside. So he took his rest 
and medicine on his saddle of itinerant 
preacher.

quainted with problems in their inter- 
pretations. Throughout the commen- 
taries, these problems are faced squarely 
and answered adequately.” The com- 
ments are based on the English text, but 
allusions to the Hebrew are to be found 
on every page. The viewpoint is that 
of a Bible believer. Whereas in his com- 
ments on Job, the author did not find 
the bodily resurrection taught in the 
dialogues, that charge cannot be placed 
against him in the commentaries on the 
Psalms. The treatment of Messianic and 
imprecatory Psalms is especially good.

HIS second topic in the series of four 


that are intended to help us see 
“What’s in the Bible?” deals with 
“Famous Bible Stories.” Perhaps a 
better title might have been “True 


Stories From the Bible,” for the term 
“stories” is used today either for tales 
of fiction or fact. It is true that scme- 
times stories are found in the Bible in 
parable form to teach a truth, neverthe- 
less, it is always indicated that such is 
the purpose, and, in many cases, these 
parables record events that actually hap- 


pened. We should be careful, however, 
in applying the term “stories” to the 
Bible account of the creation, the be- 


ginnings of sin, the Flood, and the like. 
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These are not stories in the sense of folk- 
lore or mythical tales, they are God’s 


record of what actually took place. 
Again and again, when the so-called 
higher critics have called incidents re- 


corded in the Scriptures folklore or 
tribal tales, archaeology has stepped in 
to corroborate what is recorded, and to 
demonstrate that these are not cunningly 
devised fables but the record of men 
who were inspired by the Spirit of God 
to write down these things for our 
illuminaticn, and comfort, and edifica- 
tion, and correction. 

There is another principle that we 
should remember in reading and using 
incidents recorded in God’s Word. Paul 
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the church or Sunday school. Why not 
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these columns? 
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in writing to the Corinthians said con- 


cerning the record of events that hap- 
pened to the Children of Israel in the 
wilderness, “Now all these things hap- 
pened unto them fcr ensamples [types]: 
and they are written for our admoni- 
tion, upon whom the ends of the world 
are come” (1 Cor. 10:11). It will be 
seen, therefore, that the “stories” we find 
in God’s Word are even more than in- 
teresting, historical incidents. They 
were written and preserved for us so 
that we might see, in God’s dealing with 
others, some of the ways in which He 
deals with us, and thus we may be 
helped to know Him better and to un- 
derstand His will and His ways.

On the cther hand, the Bible, regard- 
less of what field it touches upon, is 
supreme. It is not a book of science, 
but where it touches science it is pro- 
feund and accurate. It is not a history 
book, but wherever it touches history 
it records facts. It is not a storybook, 
but the true stories it contains are the 
best that can be found anywhere. Take, 
for example, the parables that are in- 
cluded in our Scripture portion for this 
week’s topic. Can you find anywhere 
stories in a simpler language and in 
fewer words, yet so complete and pol- 
ished? They are veritable gems of liter- 
ature, each one accomplishing precisely 
the purpose for. which it was intended. 
What is more, the situations and the 
characters found in the many incidents 
related in God’s Word are more thrill- 
ing and intricuing than those to be found 
in the best fiction. They are unexcelled 
for telling or reading to children, and 
they bring satisfaction and comfort to 
the old as well. 

The writer remembers with thanks- 
giving the many, many Bible stories 
that were told him by his father, long 
before he was able to read for himself, 
and he remembers that he never tired 
of hearing them over and over again, 
even though, before long, he could re- 
peat them almost word for word. What 
a marvelous opportunity we have in tell- 
ing them to younger folks in our fam- 
ily, and boys and girls in our Sunday 
school classes, with the assurance that 
God will not permit His Word to return 
unto Him void, but will cause it to 
accomplish the purpose for which He 
has sent it (Isa. 55:11).
